Formerly if was the custom to authorize a loan for street watering 


pending (he. collection of the assessments for that purpose levied on the 
abutters on the streets watered at a certain fixed rate 
per 
linear 
foot, j 


This rate, we believe, is usually 4 cent.- a foot frontage on a forty foot 
street; 5 cents a foot on a fifty foot street, mid (i cents a font on a sixty 
foot street. 


Now the first and the fundamental objection to the present method is. 


that in addition to tlie assessments on abutters an appropriation sufficient 
to pay the total expense of street watering is rande from the money raised 
by taxation. This money is raised from all the people alike, whether they 
derive any benefit from street watering or not. The streets are watered 
and then the abutters under (he rule just sfaied are assessed to pny the 
expense which has already been paid for by a regular appropriation. 


The amount appropriated last year for street watering was .$17.000 


and the expense was $10,774.46. 


The assessments cover (lie expense and sometimes, 
it 
is 
alleged, 


exceed the amount, but as not all are promptly paid 
the 
t o t a l amount 


received under the street watering assessments does not always equal the 
expenditure in any year. But :is a rule all the assessments are paid within 
a reasonable time, for if they remain unpaid for two years the property 
of which the assessments are unpaid is advertised for sale by the city 
treasurer. That ensures payment to the city. 


It would appear, therefore, that while the shutters are assessed for 


street watering there should be no appropriation from the tax levy for that 
purpose. With such an appropriation in addition to an assessment there 
seems to be good ground tu object on the score of double taxation. That is 
one phase of the street watering controversy. 


Now as to the justice of the assessment at a certain figure per lineal- 


foot front, a decision given by Judge Bell in a Newton case and sent in bv a 
correspondent seems to conflict with the opinion of City Solicitor Duncan 
and also with the system of assessment in force in the street department 
for street watering.

And there are few people, outside 


of those connected with an institution 
ot detention, officially or through the 
operation of the law, who have a cor- 
rect understanding of what it means 
to be a prisoner. 
Ideas of life behind 


prison walls, are many 
and 
varied. 


There'are many reasons which con- 
tribute to the diversity of opinion on 
this subject. 
In the first place, the 


officials of an institution of this kind 
are disinclined to oxcite even the faint- 
est suspicion of self-praise by parading 
themselves before the public as the 
exponents of a system of punishment 
or reform which they feel 
has 
at- 


tained as Ijigli a standard of perfec- 
tion as the development of criminology 
thus fav permits. 
Therefore, so lit- 


tle is huard from them that their as- 
pect of the conditions and the facts 
concerning the objects of their disci- 
pline are. as a general rule, screened 
from the public's conception of the 
situation. On the other hand, the un- 
fortunate or misguided beings who 
have been subjected to the humiliation 
of imprisonment have had "practically 
a clear Held in which to disseminate 
Iheii- descriptions of that period 
of 


their existence, when they were 
de- 


prived of their liberty. 
Jt 
will l,c 


readily accepted after a little explana- 
tion that in the majority of instances 
'the statements of the ex-prisoners are 
exaggerated in an adverse degree to- 
wards the merits of the treatment 
accorded them. 
It appears that 
no 


matter, what consideration has been 
extended to them, regardless of how 
great have been the efforts to alleviate 
the sternness of their restraint from 
freedom, 
and 
utterly ignoring, some- 


times, the judicious attempts to im- 
prove their moral conditions, they dis- 
play a disposition to sacrifice the trutii 
at the expense of the studious solici- 
tude tor their 
welfare 
exhibited 
by 


those whom the demands of protection 
for society have, for a time, placed ir 
authority over them. This lack of ap- 
preciation may be accounted for in twn 
ways. One is that there is a class of 
criminals whose viewpoint of matters 
of right and wrong is so warped that 
they are unable to comprehend the jus- 
tification for their imprisonment. They 
have been told that they have violated 
the law and consequently have been 
offenders against a defined social stan- 
dard of good and evil. 
But it doesn't 


necessarily 
follow 
that they 
believe 


that they have done wrong. As a mat- 
ter of fact the crime which they have 
committed has simply been the result 
of'following, a natural impulse, artd if 
they have followed what seems to [hern 
to he an innate inclination they are at 
a 
loss to understand 
why 
anyone 


should interfere wilh them.

ingly, the fact that they 
have been 


shut out from the world 
for an

which had a strong attraction for then

of assessment. The peculiar feature about the present system is. that the | 
city council appropriates about $17.000 for the annual expense of .street | 
watering, while at the tame time the abutters arc assessed i'or the entire 
expense. 


Formerly it was the custoui to authorize a loan for street watering 


pending the collection of the assessments for thai purpose levied on the 
abutters on the streets watered at a certain fixed rate 
per 
linear 
foot. 


This rate, we believe, is usually 4 cents a foot frontage on n forty foot 
street; a eents a foot on a fifty foot street, and (j cents a foot on a sixty 
foot street. 


Xon- the first and the fundamental objection to the present method is. 


that in addition lo the assessments on abutters an appropriation sufficient 
to pay the total expense of street watering is made from the money raised 
by taxation. This money is raised from all the people alike, whether they 
derive any benefit, from street watering or not. 
The streets are watered 


and then the abutters under the rule just stated are assessed to pay the 
expense which has already been paid for by a regular appropriation. 


The amount appropriated last year for street watering was 517.000 


and the expense was ,$16,774.40. 


The assessments cover the expense and sometimes, 
it 
is 
allesed. 


exceed the amount, but as not all are promptly paid 
the 
total 
amount 


received under the street watering assessments does not always equal (he 
expenditure in any year. But as a rule all the assessments are paid within 
a reasonable time, for if they remain unpaid for two years the property 
of which the assessments are unpaid is advertised for sale 
by the 
city 


treasurer. That ensures payment to the city. 


It would appear, therefore, that while the abutters are assessed for 


street watering there should be no appropriation from the tax levy for thai 
purpose. 
With such an appropriation in addition to an assessment there 


seems to be good ground to object on the .-core of double taxation. That is 
one phase of (he street watering controversy. 


Now as to the justice of the assessment at a certain figure per linear 


foot front, a decision given by .Judge Bell in a Xewtr.n case and sent in by a 
correspondent seems to conflict with the opinion of City Solicitor Duncan 
and also with the system of assessment in force in the street department 
for street watering.

On the other hand, the un- 
fortunate or misguided 
beings who 


have been subjected to the humiliation 
of imprisonment have had practically 
a clear field in which to disseminate

STREET 
WATERING PROBLEMS. 


The question of how street watering shall be paid for is in controversy. 


and as might be expected every taxpayer in Lowell is interested. On aen- 
eral principles it is right to have (he people who benefit 
by 
ihe 
street 


watering pay ihe expense, but there is a ditiieulty as to the proper method [ < > X 
Blackberries 


of assessment. 
The peculiar feature about the present system is, that (lie 


city council appropriates about $17,00(1 for the annual expense of street 
watering, while at the tame time the iilmltcrs are assessed for the entire 
expense. 


Formerly if was (he custom to authori/.e a loan for street watering 


pending the collection of the assessments for that purpose levied on the 
abutters on the streets watered at a certain fixed rate 
per 
linear 
fool. 


This rate, we believe, is usually -I cents a font front a EC on a forty foot 
street; 5 cents a foot on a fifty foot street, and Si cents a foot on a sixty 
foot street. 


Now the first and ihe fundamental objection to the present method is, 


that in addition to the assessments on abutters an appropriation sufficient 
to pay the total expense of street watering is made from Ihe money raised 
by taxation. This money is raised from all (he people alike, whether they 
derive any benefit from street watering or not. 
The streets are watered 


and then the abutters under Ihe rule just stated are assessed to pav (he 
expense which has already been paid for by a regular appropriation. 


The amount appropriated last year i'or street watering was $17.000 


and the expense was $16,774.40. 


The assessments cover Ihe expense and sometimes, 
it 
is 
alleeed, 


exceed the amount, but as not all are promptly paid 
the 
lotal amount 


received under the street watering assessments does not always equal the 
expenditure in any year. But as a rule all Ihe assessments are paid within 
a reasonable time, for if they remain unpaid for two years the property 
of which the assessments are unpaid i? advertised for sale

the city 


treasurer. That ensures payment to the city. 


It would appear, therefore, that while the abiitlers. are assessed for 


street watering there should be no appropriation 1'roni the lax levy for that 
purpose. \Yiih such an appropriation in addition to an assessment there 
seems to be good ground io object on the score of double taxation. That is 
one phase of the street watering controversy. 


Now as to the justice of the assessment at a certain figure per linear
